Slowly , the realization is sink ing 
in that life in America will nev er be 
the same again. 
We aren’t merely spectators at 
some economic game plan, being 
briefly play ed ou t u ntil the whistle 
blows, after which we all go back to 
bu siness as u su al. From now on, we 
liv e in a controlled economy . 
Most of u s hav en’t qu ite grasped , 
y et, that ou r trad itional laissez-fair, 
let-it-alone brand of capitalism and 
free enterprise has been d eclared an 
incompetent. If y ou find that hard to 
cred it, listen to a sampling of v iews 
from the stronghold s of trad itional 
free enterprise. 
“The American economic sy stem 
has been rev olu tionized ,’’ is the v iew 
of Bu rnham & Co., the Wall Street 
brok erage firm. 
“Strong word s, 
perhaps, bu t . . . in essence the 
ad ministration has conced ed that 
ov er a period of many y ears, the 
historic sy stem of capitalism has 
been so altered that trad ional 
economic practices are no longer 
fu nctional.” 
Say s Dean Witter & Co., another 
major brok erage firm: “It was an 
annou ncement that a free society 
had failed in its efforts to meet the 
challenges .. . withou t interfering in 
the free-mark et mechanism. The 
ru d est jolt, as y et u nappreciated , 
will be the recognition of the loss of 
freed om to try to d o, pay , act, work , 
prod u ce or earn what the ind iv id u al 
alone feels is necessary or ap­ 
propriate.” 
And finally , Salomon Brothers, 
the prestigiou s inv estment bank ing 
firm that is, in its qu iet, u nobtru siv e 
fashion, perhaps the nearest thing 
we hav e to what the Hou se of 


Rothschild was in another era. They 
hav e an im pressiv e record at 
Salomon Brothers of k nowing what’s 
abou t to happen — seld om wrong, 
and often eerily accu rate. 
“We are embark ing on a wholly 
new sy stem of economic restraint. . 
We are in fact now facing u p to a 
massiv e d efeat for all of u s." The 
word s of Sid ney Homer, a Solomon 
Brothers partner who is retiring 
shortly , and think s he may hav e 
pick ed a good time for it: 
“From now on it will be a new 
ball game for the American capital 
mark ets, and we d on’t y et ev en 
k now the new ru les of the game. All 
we k now is that the old ru les are 
obsolete. 


“We are at bat, bu t we d on’t k now 
whether there are three bases, or 
six , or two, or where they are; we 
d on’t k now whether the ball will be 
pitched to u s by the pitcher, or by 
somebod y else.” Mu ch that’s u n­ 
certain. bu t one cond ition of the new 
ball game of which there’s little 
d ou bt: “Controls of some sort will 
continu e.” 
Tru e, the Presid ent has ind icated 
that Phase II is temporary , intend ed 
to last only long enou gh to achiev e 
near-term objectiv es: control of 
inflation and a retu rn to fu ll em­ 
ploy ment. He d oesn’t lik e controls; 
we’ll soon be back to bu siness as 
u su al. 
Bu t can any one’s memory be so 
short as to forget that the Presid ent 
strongly objected to passage of the 
legislation that gav e him the 
au thority to control wages and 
prices — and said he wou ld nev er, 
nev er u se it? 
Ala s k a pipe line fight 


The Alask a pipeline issu e ap­ 
pears finally to be inching toward a 
d ecision, sort of. 
The Interior D epartm ent is 
reported reasonably satisfied that, 
as presently planned , the line can be 
constru cted from Pru d hoe Bay on 
the Arctic North Slope sou th 780 
miles to Port Vald ez, east of An­ 
chorage, withou t d oing irreparable 
d amage to the Alask an land scape 
and wild life. A statement of ap­ 
prov al cou ld be forthcoming by 
December. 
Any one look ing to the ou tpu t of 
the v ast North Slope oil field s to 
begin pu mping new v igor into the 
continental economy wou ld be ad ­ 
v ised 
not 
to 
hold 
his 
breath, 
howev er. Before constru ction, itself 
a formid able and time-consu ming 
proposition, can get u nd er way , a 
few other d etails mu st be cleared u p. 
E nv ironm entalists hav e been 
fighting the pipeline in the cou rts, 
with some su ccess. Inju nctions now 
barring issu ance of right-of-way 
permits will requ ire fed eral action 
separate from the Interior approv al. 
Congress has still to act on nativ e 
claims legislation, the compensating 
of Ind ians and Esk imos for the oil 
land s tak e-ov er which has now been 
mad e ev en more complicated by an 
entirely new and mu ch hard er ac­ 
tion. 
A new su it filed in fed eral cou rt 
by 
the 
Arctic 
Slope 
Nativ e 
Association, 
representing 
the 
Esk imo popu lation of the area, seek s 
no less than inv alid ation of the state 
of Alask a’s ownership, and con­ 
sequ ently its bases to oil companies, 
of the entire North Slope. 
Their argu ment is based on the 
1964 Alask a Statehood Act, u nd er 
which the state was permitted to 
stak e ou t claim to more than a

terriory ’s fed erally owned land s. 
The state’s choices inclu d ed the 
North Slope. 
Improperly so, accord ing to the 
su it, which points ou t that the 1964 
act 
stipu lated land s transferred 
from fed eral to state control mu st be 
’’v acant, 
u nappropriated 
or 
u nreserv ed .” Far from v acant, the 
7 6 ,000-squ are-mile North Slope is the 
tu rf of the Arctic Slope Esk imos — 
all 5.000 of them. 
The qu estion wou ld appear to be 
the d efinition of “ v acant” — 
obv iou sly v ery d ifferent for the 
nomad s’ pu rposes and in the white 
man’s law. 
W hatev er 
the 
sem antic 
argu ments, howev er, the od d s wou ld 
appear to be heav illy on the white 
man’s law, bolstered as it is by the 
$9 12 million in North Slope leases, 
the estimated $2.5 billion inv olv ed in 
the pipeline and the u ntold billions to 
be realized when North Slope oil 
finally reaches mark et. 
Billions v s. 5,000. No contest, 
really . And the practical facts of the 
matter are that d espite the best- 
argu ed cases of Esk imos and en­ 
v ironm entalists, the pipeline is 
going to go throu gh. 
Bu t it is something gained that 
tod ay an issu e of su ch economic 
great stak es can be argu ed ou t in 
these terms at all. Back not so v ery 
long ago when we were taming a 
continental wild erness with single- 
mind ed national pu rpose, su ch 
hu man and ecological argu ments 
were not heard at all. 
We are learning. We hav e the 
technological tools for bu ild ing a 
better society , one that is materially 
prod u ctiv e withou t being d estru c­ 
tiv e of hu man and natu ral v alu es.

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De a n Ac he s on: e pitome of Inte grity

WASHINGTON (NEA) — Dean 
Acheson, when he was secretary of 
state, on occasion wou ld gather 
newsmen in a hotel room and 
agonize d eeply bu t with great 
d ignity as only a patrician cou ld 
ov er the impossible d ecsions he was 
forced to mak e. 
He was a mand arin, with the 
personal feeling of responsibility 
that went with that heritage. 
For him, as we saw him in those 
hou rs of d iscu ssion, there were no 
absolu tes, no right answers to the 
foreign 
problems of the United 
States, bu t only better or worse 
answers to impossible situ ations. 
Ev en the better answers, as well as 
the worse, carried stiff penalties as 
well as benefits. 
Those of u s who were there 
remember particu larly the fru stra­ 
tions he felt ov er Ind ochina. He 
wanted the French ou t. He wou ld 
talk for hou rs with Paris at the high­ 
est lev els of gov ernment, attempting 
to conv ince these men their interests 
as well as ou rs wou ld be serv ed best 
by 
a 
withd rawal, 
allowing the 
Id ochinese to bu ild their own 
gov ernment and ru le their own 
cou ntry . 
Bu t he wou ld say , in one meeting 
and another, that he was mak ing 
little head way . The worst of it was 


he cou ld not bring the pressu res he 
had at hand on the French, ev en 
thou gh they were heav ily in ou r 
d epend ence becau se of Marshall 
Plan aid and military assistance. 
Bu t Eu rope was ou r first line of 
d efense against the growing threat 
of the Sov iet Union. And the safety of 
Eu rope mu st be preserv ed at all 
costs. Thu s, he believ ed , that the 
French cou ld not be pu shed too far 
withou t d estroy ing Western u nity 
and the strength requ ired to hold 
Eu rope firm. 


Thou gh this d anger may seem 
less now, remember that at that 
time the Commu nist parties were 
strong in Italy , France and other 
Eu ropean land s, and the Sov iet 
Union was flex ing its mu scles and 
bu ild ing its own strength to­ 
ward end s which no one at that 
time cou ld d etermone. 


So Acheson had to mak e a choice. 
While he continu ed to work as persu ­ 
asiv ely as only he cou ld with the 
French, he cou ld not bring himself to 
the hard d ecision that wou ld hav e 
gotten the French ou t of Ind ochina 
by d eny ing them the economic 
and military su pport they requ ired . 
This was no easy d ecision for 
Acheson. And whther he was right or 
wrong, or half right and half wrong, 
there was no d ou bt that to him this

Wa ll Stre e t 
ne e d c le a ning?

It seems to be open season on 
Wall Street. There’s nothing lik e a 
major mark et d ecline (and 19 6 9 -70’s 
was the worst since the d epression of 
the Thirties) to bring ou t a rash of 
book s and articles y elling “k ill the 
bu m s!” —a cu stom ary attitu d e 
toward losers. 
The latest of the crop, thou gh, 
d oesn’t so mu ch resemble angry 
spectators 
throwing 
pop bottles 
from the bleachers—it sou nd s more 
lik e an ou traged 
prosecu ting at­ 
torney who’s d etermined to jail a 
former neighbor who has been 
cau ght stealing from ev ery bod y on 
the block . 
“Fleecing the Lambs,” which 
pu blisher Henry Regnery believ es 
will be “one of 19 71’s hottest book s,” 
was written by an insid er. Chris­ 
topher Elias cov ered Wall Street as 
reporter and ed itor for 15 y ears. He 
began writing the book toward the 
end of a three-y ear hitch as ed itor of 
the official magazine of the New 
York Stock Ex change. 
The hitch end ed , the story is, 
when he was su mmarily fired after 
the brass at the ex change got wind of 
what was in the book . 
“Fleecing the Lambs,” 
then, 
comes on as an insid er’s ex pose of 
how things really are on Wall Street: 
The brok erage hou ses operated with 
appalling incompetence, 
ind iffer­ 
ence to the interests of the small in­ 
v estor and the ethics of a pirate 
ship—clu bs and cliqu es that reach to 
the highest lev els (e.g., the White 
Hou se) to secu re self-ad v antage— 
regu latory agencies that d on’t regu ­ 
late. The book ’s title su ms u p the 
gist of the ind ictment: 
“The av erage man has alway s 
been a loser more often than a 
winner in Wall Street . . . As an 
inv estor he had been regard ed 
chiefly as a sou rce of rev enu e to 


float the sophisticated financial ma­ 
neu v ers of Wall Street’s imperiou s 
insid ers.” 
The insid ers—the professionals 
in 
the 
m ark et—hav e 
alw ay s 
“clearly regard ed the ind iv id u al’s 
pock etbook as something to be 
pick ed , and the U.S. Treasu ry as 
something to be ex ploited . They 
u sed bribery , pay -offs, d eceit and 
treachery rou tinely . . . ” 
To d ocu ment his 
ind ictment, 
Elias u ses the book ’s 239 pages to d e­ 
tail cases of what he sees as a 
concert of “5,000 firms or more ru n 
by thou sand s of men grown arrogant 
and ov erly powerfu l,” pay ing lip 
serv ice to the pu blic interest, bu t in 
tru th d ed icated only to fleecing the 
lambs. 


Worse, he believ es that d is­ 
honesty is not the ex ception, bu t 
characteristic: 
“There is strong 
reason to believ e that Wall Street 
break s the laws on a wid espread 
basis.” The reform legislation of the 
Thirties “d id not mak e Wall Street 
honest—ju st less d ishonest. . . . 
Millions of small inv estors hav e lost 
hu nd red s of millions of d ollars d u e to 
nothing less than sheer d ishonesty .” 
We hav e acqu aintances in the 
secu rities bu siness of 
whose per­ 
sonal honesty there is no possible 
d ou bt. The au thor has bu ilt his case 
for the prosecu tion not wisely bu t too 
well if he leav es the read er with the 
impression that it’s a bu siness 
cond u cted solely by scou nd rels and 
confid ence men. 
Still, 
it’s impossible to read 
“ Fleecing the L am bs” withou t 
conclu d ing that a great many things 
are wrong in the bu siness—and ev en 
if they characterize only a small 
part of “the Street,” somebod y 
ou ght to be more d iligent abou t 
cleaning the street.

stru ggle, thou gh as a mand arin he 
wou ld nev er hav e pu t it in those 
word s. It was simply d u ty . 
Bu t note that if he had been 
su ccessfu l, there might nev er hav e 
been a Vietnam war. 
He felt more effectiv e in his talk s 
with the British abou t withd rawal 
from 
Ind ia 
(now 
Ind ia 
and 
Pak istan) and had consid erable 
hope abou t his d iscu ssions with the 
Du tch abou t leav ing what is now 
Ind onesia. 
With Acheson, d iplomacy was a 
personal thing. A great d eal cou ld be 
accomplished by persu asion and 
logic — at times. Bu t not in talk s 
with the Ru ssians. With them, he 
was conv inced , his logic carried no 
persu asion at all. 
His high sense of d u ty , and 
personal honor, was ev id ent not only 
in d iplomacy bu t in his personal life 
as well. 
As an intensely patriotic man, to 
him traitors were anathema. And he 
was 
intensely 
su spiciou s 
and 
worried by the Commu nist threat of 
his time. 
Yet this reporter will 
nev er 
forget the small impromptu press 
conference in a room at the State 
Department where Acheson was 
ask ed his position on Alger Hiss, who 
had been accu sed of being a Com­ 


mu nist spy (and later conv icted ;of 
perju ry in d eny ing his part in a Red 
espionage ring). 
Here again Acheson had a con­ 
flict. And one cou ld see it in his face 
in the minu tes after that qu estion 
was raised . It wou ld hav e been easy 
to d eny Hiss. For Hiss now stood for 
ev ery thing Acheson hated in the 
selling ou t of personal honor and 
integrity . And at that time, in 
particu lar, it wou ld hav e been the 
intensely popu lar thing for Acheson 
to hav e d enied him. 
Bu t there was another factor. Hiss 
had been Acheson’s friend . And he 
had , at that time, been accu sed bu t 
not conv icted . Honor d emand ed one 
thing of Acheson. “I will not,” he 
said , “tu rn my back on Alger Hiss.” 
One can agree with Acheson, or 
not. Bu t this act by a secretary of 
state at a time when McCarthy ’s 
accu sations were strong and his 
followers legion, took an immense 
amou nt of cou rage. There were wet 
ey es among the reporters, inclu d ing 
the most ferv ent anti-Commu nists 
amongst them. 
Of cou rse, he d id not u se his 
personal influ ence to bar ju stice bu t 
only his moral feelings to bolster the 
spirits of a man who had been an 
intimate friend . Hiss was conv icted 
and they went their separate way s.

In Marily n Malston’s letter to the

man. She fu rther mentions that by 
the time the police get there ¡tfte 
crime cou ld be ov er.

Vatican raps U.S. 
for money moves 


VATICAN CITY #(AP) — A 
Vatican commission attacked 
the U.S. gov ernm ent today for 
its recent u nilateral changes in 
the financial sy stem and v oiced 
su p p ort for those who refu se to 
fight for the United States in 
Vietnam. 
The Pontifical Commission on 
Ju stice and Peace, in a docu ­ 
m ent su bm itted to the World 
Sy nod of Roman Catholic Bish­ 
op s, u rged the sy nod to dep lore 
recent 
‘‘m onetary 
decisions 
taken by some rich cou ntries 
which inv olv e the well being 
and the dev elop ment of 2 billion 
p ersons” in p oor cou ntries. 
The 6 4-point m essage also 
called on the sy nod to su p p ort 
those who ‘‘refu se to p artici­ 
p ate in certain w ars or certain 
acts of w ar, su ch as the bomb­ 
ardm ent of civ il p op u lations.” 
It called for ‘‘u nderstanding of 
those who, in the nam e of their 


faith or their conscience, refu se 
to bear a rm s.” 
Althou gh neither clau se m en­ 
tioned the U nited States by 
nam e, its intent w as clear. 


The m essage also condemned 
colonialism and neocolonialism , 
racial discrim ination, p articu ­ 
larly in Sou th Africa, and in­ 
creasing arm am ents and na­ 
tionalism . 


The ou tline of recom m ended 
p olicy p ositions w as su bm itted 
to the assem bly of 209 bishop s 
as they took u p the second m a­ 
jor top ic in their month-long 
m eeting, social ju stice. Du ring 
the first two weeks of the sy nod 
the bishop s discu ssed p roblem s 
of the p riesthood, recording 
m assiv e op p osition to the ordi­ 
nation of m arried men bu t 
strong su p p ort for accep tance 
of p riests who m arry as ‘‘lay ­ 
m en in good standing.”

URBANA — Prairie chickens 
are increasing at the Bogota 
sanctu ary , accord ing to Dr. 
George Spru gel Jr., chief of the 
•Illinois Natu ral History Su rv ey , 
in his qu arterly report to the 
Board of Natu ral Resou rces 
and Conserv ation in Urbana. 
-•Wild life ex perts hav e long 
feared the ex tinction of this 
prairie 
grou se, 
d istantly 
related to the qu ail, pheasant 
and tu rkey , and bearing a 
su perficial resemblance to a 
barny ard hen. 
Com pared to the prairie 


chicken, the rest of the family 
are am ateu rs when it comes to 
mating ritu als. No other bird s 
in North America go throu gh 
su ch spectacu lar and noisy 
antics (booming) as d oes the 
prairie grou se to make an 
impression u pon the female, 
Spru gel said . 
The 
nu mber 
of 
prairie 
chickens in Illinois d ecreased 
from u ncou nted millions in the 
18 60s to less than 5 00 a hu nd red 
y ears later. Resu lts of booming

Of cou rse, seriou s hormone 
mbalance can cau se

íair problems bu t the hair 
problems most people worry 
abou t are normal hair growth. 
Hormone shots are not in- 
licated for this. 
There is a thriv ing bu siness 
n remov ing u nwanted normal 
íair. Almost all d epilatories 
>old for this pu rpose are 
alkalizers 
and

or 
lissolv e the hair. Becau se hair 
s really the same chemical 
material as the skin these 
^reparations are often v ery 
rritating and can be d amaging, 
fo prev ent problems one mu st 
follow the d irections with the 
package v ery carefu lly .

mile flight from Alaska to 
Cu ba. 
Nancy Dav is, 22, Seattle, who 
grad u ated only Su nd ay from 
flight school, said the hijacker 
“stu ck a gu n into my face” 
shortly after the Wein-Consoli- 
d ated Airlines plane took off 
Mond ay from Anchorage for 
Bethel in western Alaska. 
The steward ess talked the 
hijacker into letting the pilot 
tu rn the plane arou nd and land 
at Anchorage to let ou t the 
passengers and another stewar­ 
d ess. The plane took off again, 
this time for Vancou v er. 
Serv ed Prison Term 
The hijacker, who finally 
su rrend ered to a Roy al Cana­ 
d ian Mou nted Police inspector 
who board ed the plane here, 
was id entified as Dale Labon 
Thomas, 28 , of Hawthorne, 
Calif. 
The FBI said Thomas was 
released in Au gu st from a 
fed eral prison camp in Alaska 
after serv ing a manslau ghter 
sentence for shooting a man in 
Kod iak, Alaska, in 1965. 
From the time the hijacker 
threatened Miss Dav is u ntil the 
time he su rrend ered , he land ed 
three times, took off twice and 
kept au thorities on both sid es of 
the bord er tense for 12 hou rs. 
Hijacker Ind ecisiv e 
He forced the plane to retu rn 
to Anchorage, take off and fly 
to Vancou v er, take off again— 
presu mably for Hav ana—then 
retu rned to Vancou v er after 60 
minu tes in the air. 
After the passengers were 
allowed to get off in Anchorage 
the plane flew 1,5 00 miles to 
Vancou v er with only Thomas, 
Miss Dav is, Pilot Don Peterson, 
first officer Ray Miller and 
engineer Keith Forsgren. 
Then the jet took off again. 
Abou t an hou r later it retu rned 
and RCMP inspector Bru ce 
Northru p got aboard and took 
Thomas into cu stod y withou t a 
stru ggle after a long conv ersa­ 
tion. 
Peterson said the hijacker

Miss Dav is said she told the 
man if he fired throu gh the 
wind ows he wou ld “be blown 
ou t with it.”

emergency on board . Peterson 
opened the cockpit and the 
woman came forward with the 
armed man escorting her.

Peterson said they d iscu ssed 
the short range of the plane 
and he agreed to retu rn to 
Anchorage for refu eling and to 
let the passengers off.

pu blic issu e o f it.” 
The reaso ns, he said are that 
TV news is mo re perso nal than 
newspaper news; TV news is 
preceded and fo llo wed by light 
entertainment ; and TV news is 
seen by a large au dience which 
nev er read serio u s news in 
newspapers “and who do n’t 
really 
u nderstand 
what 
its 
pu rpo se is.” 
He said this is reflected in 
letters he receiv es asking why 
he glo rifies o r dignifies an u gly 
o r depressing pu blic e v e n t- 
let ters no w inv ariably ending 
with. “Agnew was right.’ 
“The answer, o f co u rse, is so 
o bv io u s it’s almo st embarrass­ 
ing to hav e to make it,” he 
said. “It is that we pu t this 
stu ff o n becau se we think the 
au dience wo u ld like to kno w 
abo u t it. o r o u ght to kno w abo u t 
it—certainly no t becau se we 
like it o r appro v e it o r adv o cate 
it.”

To giv e the agency incentiv e 
to u se state pu rchased pro du cts 
and facilities, a marginal co st 
sy stem has been designed, Mc­ 
Alpine ex plained. This sy stem 
wo u ld apply to all pro du cts and 
serv ices o f the div isio n. Using 
this price sy stem, the state 
co u ld sav e tho u sands o f do llars, 
he said. Fo r ex ample, u nder the 
s ta te ’s co ntract pu rchasing 
sy stem the state pay s 22 cents 
per gallo n o f gaso line, he ex ­ 
plained.
